Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or clearly suggest a user positionable icon as a 
portion of the display or graphical representation, wherein the position of the icon 
determines how much historical data is retained in the refreshed display or graphical 
representation of the independent claims 1, 8 and 15. Their respective dependent 
claims 2-7, 9-14 and 16-21 are allowed based upon this dependency. The closest prior 
art combination of Takahashi, Balassanian (1, 8) and Holzman (15) fails to teach this 
limitation as described in the BPAI decision.
